Before an audience packed with 
developers and home owners, the 
Upland City Council Monday night 
refused to declare a moratorium on 
residential deveiuopment in the 
northwest section of Upland. 

John Zinda, representing Upland 
Citizens for Quality Living, 
presented an 831-signature petition 
requesting the City Council to: 

—Pass a general plan amendment 
reducing residential density. 

— Change planning procedures 
which allow environmental 
assessment reports (EAR) to be 
completed by the developer. The 
procedures also allow the Planning 
Commission to give tentative 
approval for projects before 
considering the EAR. 

—Study the relationship between 
population growth and services. 
-Zinda said he and other home

owners proposed a development 
moratorium to give the city a 
chance to consider its rapid 
development. 

The home owners’ concern was 
sparked by the Planning 
Commission’s consideration and 
recommendation for approval of a 
tentative tract map for 123 Lewis 
Homes or 37 acres west of San 
Antonio Avenue between 22nd and 
23rd streets. 

After an unsuccessful move to 
accept the development’s 
environmental assessment report, 
the council referred the EAR to the 
city staff for consultation with the 
home owners and developers. 

The previous motion died when 
the council split on a vote to accept 
the Planning Commission's 
statement that the development 
would not affect the environment.

unincorporated land near the 
proposed development, had told the 
council 16 out of 22 answers on the 
EAR were incorrect or misleading. 
He cited traffic and drainage as 
major areas of concern. 

Council members Ina Petokas and 
George Gibson voted against 
aecepting the EAR with Mayor 
Abner Haldeman and Mayor pro 
tem John McCarthy voting to accept 
the statement. (Council Hal Bailin, 
who owns a small share of the 
property under consideration, 
abstained. ) 

Harry Fitzgerald of Upland said 
the Planning Commission 
‘‘dismayed, discouraged and 
surprised’ him because of the lack 
of protection for established 
residences. 

He noted the city is allowing lower 
zoning with smaller lots next to 
well-established, more expensive 
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homes. Costs of city services 
become greater as density 
increases, Fitzgerald added. 

Zinda cormmented that increased 
development in the northwestern 
section of Upland overloads the 
elementary schools so students have 
to be bused from Valencia School to 
Sierra Vista. Students living as far 
north as 16th Street are attending 
Montclair High School even though 
they have grown up in Upland, he 
added. 

Recreation and police and fire 
protection are other services 
overburdened when development 
happens as fast as it has in Upland, 
Zinda said. 

Local developers opposed a 
moratorium on development 
because Upland needs homes, jobs 
and orderly development. ‘‘To push 
developers out when money is 
available and to call a moratorium 
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would be ill advised and ill 
conceived,’’ commented Frank 
Sommers. 

Harry Crowell of Crowell- 
Leventhal quoted a study showing 
the city makes a 40 per cent profit 
on new developments which are 
cheaper to serve than older sections 
of the city. The developments also 
create jobs and trade. 


Although some residents have 
worried that Upland will run out of 
water because of increased 
development, Harry Rohrbach, 
head of Upland’s Water 
Department, said the city will have 
sufficient water to supply residents 
through the year 2,000. Residential 
developments require less water 
than the same acreage does under 
agricultural use, he noted. 


After pointing out some errors in 
the home owners’ presentation,

Bailin encouraged them to attend 
council meetings as frequently as 
possible to gain correct information 
and be involved in the planning 
process. 

Bailin said, ‘‘Everytime 
something comes before us_ that 
involves planning, each of us 
considers the effect on the people of 
the community. It is the job of your 
elected officials to decide what we 
must have in light of the cost and tax 
ability of the people and business, ” 
he added. 


“I agree in principle with the 
concerned citizens for development 
of a high quality community. 
Sometimes we disagree on how to do 
that,’ said Gibson, who noted the 
council members and the city are 
being sued for down zoning from 
multiple to single-family residential 
for a small parcel.

The day camp, which ends today 
with a trip to Jurupa Cultural 
Center, includes Blue Birds and 
Camp Fire Girls from Montclair. 
Upiand. Cucamonga, Alta Loma, 
Chino and Ontario. 

The day camp emphasizes 
cultural heritage and outdoor living 
skills. For some of the girls the day 
camp is their first introduction to 
camping and simple survival skills. 
according to day camp coordinator 
Sally Haistead 

Through the experiences the girls 
develop self-reliance and knowledge 
of the world. During the camp they 
change fron: heing shy and a little 
bit trightened to being 
assured, she added 

The program also benefits teenag- 
ed girls who are already familiar 
with outdoors skills. Mrs. Haistead 
said the older girls are in a 
leadership program and teach their 
outdoors skills to the younger 
groups. 

Crafts, cooking, songs and dances 
all relate to the day camp's 
“Westward Ho!” theme which is 
part of Camp Fire’s national 
Bicentennial year program. Earlier 
this year district Camp Fire Girls 
participated in a folk dance festival 
themed *‘Days of the Golden West.” 

For the Bicentennial emphasis 
each group of gir!s chose a name 
based on early California culture 
One group chose the name Calico

The report, to consider the impact 
of construction of a third little 
league field at San Antonio Park, 
was requested by people living 
adjacent to the park. The council 
will decide the matter at the July 21 
council meeting. 

Council members considered 
having the environmental impact 
report prepared by planning 
students at California State 
Polytechnic University, Pomona. 
The report is estimated to cost 
several thousand dollars if done by a 
professional consultant.

Cookouts also followed the 
Bicentennial theme with girls mak- 
ing cornbread, beans, foil-wrapped 
chicken and a walking. salad of 
celery. carrots and peatgit butter 
Older girls will hold a barbecue 
tonight with a menu of roast 
chicken. beans and tortillas 

Girls learned outdoors skills 
through the cookouts. Mrs 
Haldstead said they learned the safe 
way to light a charcoal fire by mak- 
ing firestarters. 

Among other simple survival 
skills, girls learned to set up a camp 
site. As older Camp Fire Girls, they 
will use the same skills on camping 
and backpacking trips. Mrs. 
Halstead said 

They also learn to handle a jack 
knife as they make tie slides, and 
have some experience with using a 
hatchet. Other outdoors skills in- 
clude knot tying and lashing, and 
compass reading and pacing off dis- 
tances accurately 

Mrs. Halstead said the girls also 
learn about ecology and preserva- 
of the environment during the day 
camp. Activities include a natural 
scavenger hunt for certain kinds of 
leaves, or signs where a hornet has 
bored into a tree. 

Nature walks include studying a 
pond for algae. fish and insects as 
well as studying leaves and plants 
Nature games and walks are plann- 
ed to develop sensitivity to the 
natural world and ways to preserve 
and conserve, according to Chaffey 
District Director Bess Reide 

The day camp ended today with a 
trip to Jurupa Cultural Center near 
Riverside. Camp Fire Girls took a 
nature exploration to learn about 
native plants used by Indians and 
early settlers 

They also collected rocks and pan- 
ned gold as well as visiting the 
cultural museum. Older girls are 
finishing the day camp with a pit 
barbecue and an overnight stay at 
Jurupa. 

Skills learned by the 170 girls at 
the day camp supplement the ac- 
tivities in their regular Camp Fire 
and Blue Bird groups. After retur-

Honored 
Six-year-old Sherry 
Bevan of Cucamonga has 
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were favored by 68 per cent and 
business tax credits by 53 per cent. 

About one-fourth of the  con- 
stituents responding opposed 
income-tax rebates and_ public- 
service jobs and about one-third did 
not approve of business tax credits. 

Residents were asked for 
suggestions on ways to bolster the 
economy. Leading suggestions were 
a reduction in government spending, 
a lowering of interest rates, reduc- 
tion of welfare fraud and an in- 
crease in aid to senior citizens. 

As for energy conservation, half 
of those responding favored gasoline 
rationing to reduce oil consumption, 
with 44 per cent opposed. Seventy- 
one per cent did not want gasoline 
taxes increased, with 24 per cent in 
favor. 

Only 31.8 per cent of the residents 
agreed with the Ford ad- 
ministration’s $2-a-barrel tariff on 
imported oil; opposed. 

The district residents were asked 
if they favored some _ form of 
federal regulation of oil companies. 
Seventy-three per cent said they did. 

Suggestions for the reduction of 
oil consumption were smaller car 
engines, alternative energy sources 
and construction of mass-transit 
facilities. 

In the third category, aid to South 
Vietnam and Cambodia, most 
residents favored humanitarian aid 
only, but a majority of those respon- 
ding said all aid should be cut off. 


Approval of both military and 
humanitarian aid was supported by 
31.8 per cent and opposed by 62 per 
cent. Only 4.9 per cent said only 
military aid should be sent to South 
Vietnem and Cambodia; 71.4 per 
cent believed humanitarian aid only 


should be sent. A complete cutoff of 
aid was backed by 58 per cent and 
opposed by 35 per cent. 


It should be noted that responses 
to the final category in the question- 
naire — U.S. aid to South Vietnam 
and Cambodia — were compiled and 
released after the fall of the pro- 
American governments to 
Communist-led insurgents during 
April. 

At the time Lloyd mailed out his 
questionnaire, Congress was con- 
sidering President Ford’s requests 
for both military and humanitarian 
aid to both countries.

recruit help trom other 
passing motorists, ask them 
to send for an ambulance 
and police and to halt or 
reroute traffic so you can 
carry out your first aid 
without further danger to 
the victim and yourself. 

Your first priorities are: 

—To prevent the victim 
from choking to death. 

—~To restore breathing. 

—To stop bleeding. 

The unconscious victim 
should receive attention 
first. His airway may be 
blocked by blood, vomit, 
loose teeth or broken 
dentures. Inspect his mouth 
and throat with your fingers 
and remove anything that 
threatens to choke him. 
Then check to see if he is 
still breathing. You can tell 
by the movement of his 
chest and the sound of 
breathing. 

If the victim is not 
breathing, you should 
immediately clear his 
airway and start mouth - to 

mouth resuscitation. 
Remember that you must 
breathe directly into his 
mouth, with his head tilted 
backward and his nostrils 
pinched to prevent the 
escape of air. When you 
detect the first sign of 
resumption of breathing 
(that is, when his chest 
rises a little on his own) 
stop and see if spontaneous 
breathing continues. If not, 
breathe for him until he 
seems to be breathing well 
under his own power. Then 
turn him on his side so that 
if he starts to vomit or 
bleed there is less risk of 
choking. 

Almost as urgent as the 
restoration of breathing is 
the prevention of serious 
blood loss through external 
wounds. The application of 
pressure is the most 
effective way of doing this. 
First apply pressure 
directly with your hand, 
being certain you have 
identified the entire wound. 
Then, as soon as you or 
anyone else who has joined 
the rescue can find a cloth, 
put a thick pad over the 
wound and hold it in place 
with a bandage. You may 
have to use your own 
clothing or the patient’s 
clothing to accomplish this. 
Elevate the portion of the 
body that is bleeding, but do 
not use a tourniquet. If the 


Keep 
closet 


fresh 


Clothes closets often suf- 
fer from lack of fresh air 
and as a consequence 
develop a musty smell. 

While it may be impossi- 
ble to improve the air cir- 
culation in a closet, there 
are things you can do 
routinely to keep them 
fresh and sweet smelling, 
according to Leslie Wood, 
consumer information 
specialist. 

She explains that closets 
should be thoroughly clean- 
ed at least once a year. 
Everything must be remov- 
ed and well aired. The floor 
should be cleaned and wax- 
ed. The walls should be 
washed down. 





Before putting your 
belongings back into the 
closet, it may be a good idea 
to line the shelves with 
fresh paper or wax- 
protected self-adhesive 
covers. 

Miss Wood points out that 
it will help keep your closet 
fresh if you air clothing and 
shoes overnight before put- 
ting them back into the 
closet after they have been 
worn. Many people also like 
to spray their closets with 
an air freshener. 


but-do not remove the first 
one. There is some risk that 
the bandage can be applied 
too snugly. If the patient 
complains of pain or 
numbness in the fingers or 
toes of the damaged limb, 
ease the bandage slightly — 
but not enough so as to 
decrease the pressure. 
Both the resuscitation 
and the bandaging can be 
accomplished while the 
victim is in the car if it does 


not seem safe to move him. 
In general, do not move an 
injured person unless 
absolutely necessary. You 
may be forced to move him 
because of the risks of fire 
or moving traffic. At this 
point in the rescue it is to be 
hoped that others have 
come to your aid so that you 
do not have to move a 
victim single-handedly. 

A few final safeguards in 
coping with highway 
accidents: 

—Do not touch occupants 


or vehicles if live wires are 
in contact with the car. 

—Turn off the ignition of 
crashed cars. 

—Make sure no one is 
smoking at the scene; 
spilled gasoline can ignite 
and compound the 
problems. 

—Most accident victims 
will be suffering from some 
degree of shock. Keep them 
quiet and protected; be as 
reassuring as you Can; 
never give them alcohol. 

—Get all the help you can 
from others in warning 
motorists to stay clear of 
the scene until an 
ambulance and other 
official vehicles arrive and 
take over. 

—Plan ahead. Think of 
what you would do in the 
event of an accident. 





Easy techniques 


Learn to relax 
via ‘first aid’ 


Tight neck muscles? Aching back? Exhausted from 
standing or driving too long? 

More often than not, these are a few of the symptoms 
of tension and stress which almost all of us experience 
from time to time. But you don’t have to let it ruin your 
day. says the current issue of Woman’s Day; you can do 
something to help yourself relax on the spot. 

The magazine presents ‘‘first aid’’ remedies for ten of 
the most-often experienced situations, suggested by two 
specialists on relaxation. One is the director of physical 
therapy at an institute of rehabilitation medicine, and 
the other is chairman of a university’s department of 
health and physical education.

Move your head slowly from 
side to side, then back to front. Follow up by rotating

Adjust your esat, and if the wheel is adjustable, change it 
to a different position. 

Before following any of these suggestions for relaxing, 
the article points out that there is one important thing to 
do first: adjust your attitude. Try to identify your 
feelings—are you resentful, anxious, angry? Recognizing 
your feelings and facing a stress situation realistically 
will make it easier to overcome your tensions.

Christian literature and in 
the Greek biographer and 
moralist Plutarch’s

Platarch (A.D. c46-c120) 
utilized the Aristotelian 
scheme of the husband’s 
superiority and the wife’s 
natural subordination to 
him but modified it by 
affirming the need for 
mutual respect, 
consideration and love 
between the partners. ‘‘His 
image of the nature of the 
marital relationship is the 
intimate unity of soul and 
body in a single living 
person. The reward he 
promises to those who live 
the life of virtue is personal 
happinesss and the 
admiration of fellow human 
beings,’’ Mrs. Wicker 
writes. 

Within the Christian 
framework, marriage, as 
the most intimate human 
relationship, mostly closely 
resembles the relationship 
between Christ and the 
church.
